• With respect to claims 1-16, the prior art taken alone or in combination fails to 
disclose or render obvious determining the phase change by measuring the 
modulation phase of light exiting the medium and the modulation phase of the 
same light entering the same medium, computationally performing an inverse 
Fourier transform on said spectral response determined from a single beam of 
modulated light in combination with the rest of the limitations.
